Is it for the intake valves and exhaust 
valves? Is it for the actuators or other operating parts of the engine? See MPEP 
§2172.01. 

Newly amended claims 1 and 41 are still unpatentable over Buehrle II et al (6,024,060) 
in view of Manka et al (5,834,407). Examiner maintains his rejection.
